Authority. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1958. 

During  that  period  342  vessels  including  22  yachts,  arrived  from 
foreign  ports  (n.r.t.  77?479);  and  1807  vessels  from  coastwise  ports 
(n.r.t.  778,102),  a  total  of  2,149  vessels  (n.r.t.  855>58l). 

This  shows  an  increase  of  33  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  a 
decrease  of  79  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  on  last  year’s  figures; 
the  decrease  in  the  number  of  coastwise  is  explained  by  the  much  larger 
vessels  now  serving  both  the  Power  Station  and  the  Gas  Works. 

On  the  8th  June  the  Holland  Steam  Ship  Co.  inaugurated  a  regular 
weekly  service  of  general  cargo  vessels  from  Amsterdam  and  in  September 
the  General  Steam  Navigation  Co.  a  fortnightly  service  from  Prance. 
During  June  there  v/as  an  almost  daily  arrival  from  Jersey  with  potatoes. 

During  the  year  334  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  1418  from 
coastwise  ports  were  inspected;  234  revisits  were  made  to  vessels  from 
foreign  ports  and  49  to  coastwise  vessels.  Pour  notices  for  defects 
were  served,  all  being  complied  with.  Minor  defects  such  as  lack  of 
cleanliness  in  galleys  and  crews’  quarters  were  dealt  with  by  verbal 
cautions  to  the  master  or  crew  of  the  vessel  concerned. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods) (Vessels)  Regulations  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  June  1938.  All  vessels  were  notified  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  The  co-operation  of  both  masters  and  chief  engineers  has 
been  excellent  in  the  prevention  of  smoke  nuisances,  only  one  vessel 
having  exceeded  the  three  minute  period  of  black  smoke  -  this  being 
due  to  a  defect  in  the  engine  room.

All  \essels  from  foreign  ports  were  searched  during  and  on  com¬ 
pletion  of  discharge. 

72  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  and  3  Rodent  Control  Certifi¬ 
cates  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Food  Inspection. 

Imports  of  food  cargoes  have  again  increased;  during  the  year  143 
inspections  of  various  cargoes  were  made.  One  sample  of  cockles  was 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

With  the  increasing  use  of  Aldrington  Basin  for  the  discharge  of 
general  cargoes,  the  sanitary  conveniences  there  are  insufficient. 

Included  in  the  general  cargoes  on  occasions  have  Been  several 
tons  of  wet  hides,  which  may  constitute  a  danger  from  Anthrax. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  vessels  concerned  to  supply  hot  water 
and  disinfectants  to  all  the  personnel  handling  these. 

Hous eboats. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  houseboats  moored  in  Souihwick 
Canal  and  on  the  River  Adur  at  Shoreham,  all  beingmaintained  in  good 
condition. 

Infectious  Disease . 

All  vessels  from  suspected  ports  were  boarded  on  arrival,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified.
